Dun Sees All Kind Of Pros- 


perity In The 


Future 


New 
York, July 
?.—Seasonably 


quiet conditions have appeared in 
many commercial departments, says 
Dun & Company's weekly review or 
trade, 
the first week in July in- 


variably bringing the minimum of ac- 
tivity in certain occupations, but pre- 
parations for unprecedented fall and 
winter trade increase with the matur- 
ity of the crops. A few small strikes 
urere started with the new month and 
work was delayed pending agreement 
on wage scales, but a large number of 
textile workers resumed when the old 
rate 'of pay was restored and the ag- 
gregate of idleness is probably at the 
lowest point 
ever touched 
at this 


season. Prospects for the coming 
season are brightened by the appear- 
ance of Jobbers in the primary mar- 
kets several weeks earlier than usual. 
Failure returns for the first half of 
1906 showed pronounced improvement 
in every department except one em- 
bracing occupations chiefly of a specu- 
lative nature and the ratio of defaulted 
liabilities to solvent payments through 
the clearing houses during the last 
three months was only 73 pents to 
$1,000. Railway earnings thus far 
available for June show gains of 9.7 
per cent, over the figures of 1905.

States, grand jury regarding reputed 
violations of interstate commerce and 
anti-rebate laws by various railways 
and the oil trust. ,-The presence of 
Pagin;here at this time, it is believed, 
3h'6w£;tbat the government expects to 
bring: its ffrst Important case of this 
kind in this federal district. 


Counsel Pagin is said'to-be working 


on the form of indictment'to which 
the grand jury will be asked to sub- 
scribe. It is known that a number of 
indictments are being drawn up and 
are being prepared in advance to avoid 
possible delay when the grand jury 
gets to. work. 


C. D. Chamberlain, secretary of the 


National Petroleum association, the 
central organization of the independ- 
ent oil dealers, is another witness who 
was subpoenaed to appear before the 
grand jury. 


INK OF IT 


Chicago, July 7.—la the United 


States district court, the Chicago & 
Alton railroad and John N. Faithorn 
and Fred A.- Wann, former officials of 
the road, were convicted of illegally 
granting rebates to.the Schwarzschtld 
& Sulzberber Packing company. No 
sentence was imposed by Judge Lan- 
dls, pending the -arguments for a new 
trial. It was claimed by the govern- 
ment that the officials of \he railroad 
company had allowed the employes of 
he packing company to travel free of 
expense by refunding to them all 
money expended for transportation. It 
was declared by the court, that this 
did not comprise a rebate and he in- 
structed the jury that a. verdict of not 
guilty should be returned as to two 
counts 
of -the indictment 
which 


charged the giving of rebates in con- 
nection with passenger transportation. 
In the other eight counts of the In- 
dictments, on all 
of which the de 


fendants were found guilty, two of- 
fenses against the Elklns law were 
proved. It was shown by the govern- 
ment that the railroad company had 
charged ft per car for handling the 
products of Schwarzschild & Sulzber- 
er at Kansas City, and had then re- 
paid the packing company $1 on each 
car. The government claimed, and the 
court held, that the failure 
of the 


railroad to publish in its tariff sheet 
the fact that the $1 was repaid made 
it in fact a secret rebate. 


Under the law the maximum sen- 


tence of the court may be a fine of 
1120,000 for each of the three defend 
ants. No imprisonment provision ap- 
pears in the law.
